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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a vehicle navigation server comprising a traffic information extracting 
device for extracting traffic information relating to each mesh unit of the proposed travel 
route from a traffic information storage device wherein the traffic information relating to 
the mesh unit which includes the start or current position of the vehicle is obtained first; 
a data amount monitoring device for monitoring a total amount of extracted information, 
wherein the data amount monitoring device terminates information extraction when the 
total amount of extracted information becomes equal to or larger than a predetermined 
value; and a data sending device for sending the extracted traffic information to a 
vehicle navigation device associated with the vehicle.
